NOTE 


The  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum  in  the  Fenway,  In¬ 
corporated,  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts,  December  19,  1900,  Mrs.  Gardner’s 
sole  beneficial  ownership  of  the  works  of  art  held  by  this  cor¬ 
poration  being  represented  by  stock.  (For  the  Certificate  of  In¬ 
corporation  see  p.  6  and  for  a  copy  of  an  Act  of  1925  author¬ 
izing  the  corporation  to  hold  additional  real  and  personal  estate , 
see  p.  7.) 

The  Will  and  Codicil  of  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  probated 
July  22,  1924,  gave  to  Trustees  all  her  land  in  Boston  including 
Fenway  Court  and  the  land  adjacent  thereto,  and  her  works  of 
art,  or  her  interest  therein  as  represented  by  stock  of  The  Isa¬ 
bella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum  in  the  Fenway,  Incorporated. 
( For  the  relevant  provisions  of  the  Will  and  Codicil  see  p.  8.) 

On  November  23,  1936,  the  Trustees  then  surviving  exe¬ 
cuted  an  Agreement  of  Association  with  the  intention  of  form¬ 
ing  a  corporation  under  Chapter  180  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  (see  p.  1 1).  A  certificate  of  Incorporation 
was  granted  on  December  23,  1936,  as  of  the  date  of  the  said 
Agreement  ( see  p.  13).  An  Act  authorizing  the  corporation  to 
hold  additional  real  and  personal  estate  was  approved  March 
23,  1937  (seep.  14). 

The  Trustees  under  the  Will  having  resigned  upon  the  for¬ 
mation  of  the  corporation,  The  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Mu¬ 
seum,  Incorporated,  was  on  December  24,  1936,  appointed  by 
the  Probate  Court  of  Suffolk  County,  sole  Trustee  of  the  estate 
theretofore  held  in  trust  by  the  individual  Trustees.  (For  the 
Certificate  of  the  Probate  Court ,  see  p.  15.) 

By  an  Act  of  the  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  ap¬ 
proved  May  14,  1943,  the  real  estate  in  Boston  of  the  Isabella 
Stewart  Gardner  Museum,  Inc.,  was  exempted  from  taxation 
as  from  January  1,  1943.

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows : 

The  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum  in  the  Fenway, 
Incorporated,  a  charitable  institution  organized  under  the 
general  laws  relating  to  charitable  corporations,  may  hold  real 
and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  eight  million 
dollars,  including  the  amount  it  is  already  authorized  to  hold  by 
section  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  general 
laws,  which  estate  shall  be  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  said 
institution,  as  provided  in  said  section  nine,  so  that  through  its 
agency  may  be  carried  on  the  endowed  Museum  given  under 
the  will  of  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  for  the  education  and  en¬ 
joyment  of  the  public  forever.

306;  deed  of  Henry  M.  White,  dated  January  1,  1901,  re¬ 
corded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Lib.  2728,  Fol.  25;  deed  of 
Moses  Williams  et  al.,  Trustees,  dated  June  16,  1906,  re¬ 
corded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Lib.  3136,  Fol.  170;  deed  of 
Paul  and  Rachel  S.  Thorndike,  acknowledged  March  22, 
1907,  and  recorded  with  Suffolk  Deeds,  Lib.

works  of  art  shall  be  placed  therein  for  exhibition  other 
than  such  as  I,  or  the  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum  in 
the  Fenway,  Incorporated,  own  or  have  contracted  for  at 
my  death.

Sin  act  to  Exempt  from  Taxation  the  Real  Estate  in  Boston 
of  The  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum,  Incorporated, 
Trustee  under  the  Will  of  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  real  estate,  hereinafter  described,  located  in  the  city  of 
Boston  and  held  by  The  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Muse¬ 
um,  Incorporated,  as  trustee  under  the  will  of  Isabella  Stewart 
Gardner,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  beginning  January  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  continuing  so  long  as  the 
museum,  known  as  the  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum,  is 
operated  by  said  corporation  for  the  education  and  enjoyment 
of  the  public.  Said  real  estate  includes  the  building  housing  said 
museum  and  is  bounded  northwesterly  by  Worthington  street; 
northeasterly  by  the  Fenway;  southeasterly  by  Evans  Way; 
southwesterly  by  land  now  or  formerly  of  Carol  H.  Powers 
et  al.  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  hundredths  feet;  and  north¬ 
westerly  thirty-two  and  sixty-nine  hundredths  feet  and  south¬ 
westerly  eighty-four  and  eighty-nine  hundredths  feet  by  land 
now  or  formerly  of  Harold  J.  Coolidge  et  al,  Trustees;  contain¬ 
ing  about  sixty-six  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four 
square  feet.

Article  II 

The  Trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  resign,  and  upon  the 
death  or  resignation  of  any  of  them  the  remainder  shall 
have  the  right  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  new  member  or  members. 

Article  III 

The  Trustees  shall  have  general  control  of  the  property 
of  the  corporation  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  from 
time  to  time  such  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  appropriate  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  will  of  Isabella  Stewart 
Gardner. 

Article  IV 

The  Trustees  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  choose  from 
their  number  a  President  of  the  Corporation;  but  the  Presi¬ 
dent  to  hold  office  from  the  date  of  incorporation  until  the 
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first  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
incorporators  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Corporation. 

Article  V 

The  Trustees  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  choose  from 
their  number  a  Vice-President  of  the  Corporation;  but  the 
Vice-President  to  hold  office  from  the  date  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  until  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  incorporators  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  pre¬ 
side  at  meetings  of  the  Trustees  in  the  absence  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent.  The  Vice-President  may  also  hold  the  office  of  Treas¬ 
urer  or  Secretary  if  elected.

Article  VI 

The  Trustees  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  choose  from 
their  number  a  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation;  but  the  Treas¬ 
urer  to  hold  office  from  the  date  of  incorporation  until  the 
first  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
incorporators  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Corporation.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  keep  the  financial  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Corporation  and  report  thereon  to  the  Trustees. 

Article  VII 

Fhe  Trustees  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  choose  from 
their  number  a  Secretary  of  the  Corporation;  but  the  Secre¬ 
tary  to  hold  office  from  the  date  of  incorporation  until  the 
first  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
incorporators  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Corporation.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
meetings  of  the  Trustees  and  to  give  the  requisite  notice 
thereof. 
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Article  VIII 


The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  act  on  all  questions  by 
a  majority  of  their  number.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the 
right  to  fill  any  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer  or  Secretary.  The  Trustees  shall  have 
the  right  to  put  any  securities  in  the  names  of  two  or  more 
of  their  number,  either  individually  or  as  Trustees  of  this 
Corporation,  and  the  Trustees  so  named,  or  their  survivors 
or  survivor,  shall  have  power  to  assign  and  transfer  such 
securities,  and  to  execute  powers  of  attorney,  proxies  to 
vote,  dividend  orders,  subscriptions  and  other  instruments 
relating  to  such  securities.  No  Trustee  shall  be  liable  for  re¬ 
taining  bonds  or  securities  unregistered,  for  leaving  securi¬ 
ties  in  the  possession  or  control  of  any  other  of  the  Trustees, 
for  any  error  of  judgment,  or  for  anything  except  his  own 
wilful  personal  default. 

Article  IX 

An  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  held  at  Boston 
on  the  second  Monday  of  February  in  each  year.  Special 
meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time,  either  in  Boston  or  else¬ 
where  in  the  Commonwealth,  upon  the  request  of  any  of 
the  Trustees.  The  Secretary  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  each 
Trustee,  either  personally  or  by  mail,  at  least  three  days 
prior  to  the  time  of  such  meeting,  or  said  notice  may  be 
given  by  the  President,  but  any  meeting  of  the  Trustees  at 
any  place  at  which  all  shall  be  present  shall  be  valid  without 
any  previous  notice  thereof. 

Article  X 

A  notice  of  any  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  mailed  to  ad¬ 
dresses  furnished  by  them,  shall  be  sufficient  notice. 
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Article  XI 


The  seal  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  a  circular  im¬ 
pression  bearing  the  corporate  name  and  the  year  of  in¬ 
corporation  and  a  design  representing  a  phoenix  surmount¬ 
ed  by  a  helmet  with  the  motto  C’est  mon  plaisir. 

Article  XII 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  in  any  manner  not  in¬ 
compatible  with  the  due  administration  of  the  trusts  set  up 
in  the  will  of  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner,  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting,  provided  that  notice  of  such  intended 
amendment  shall  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

To  the  Trustees: 

During  the  past  year  the  affairs  of  the  Museum  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  run  satisfactorily  in  spite  of  the  frequent  losses  and 
changes  in  personnel  due  to  the  requirements  of  the  draft 
boards. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Museum  has  been  without  its 
principal  pictures,  the  frames  of  which  have  been  filled  with 
photographic  reproductions  of  the  originals.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  however,  it  was  felt  that  the  crisis  had  passed  suf¬ 
ficiently  to  bring  back  the  originals  as  soon  as  convenient. 
At  the  date  of  this  writing,  a  number  of  the  small  paintings 
have  been  returned  to  their  frames  and  the  others  will  be  in 
the  next  month  or  so.  Further  particulars  will  be  noted  in 
the  Report  of  the  Director. 

In  August,  Mr.  William  A.  Sutherland  who  has  been  on 
our  staff  since  September,  1939,  and  Assistant  Director  since 
September,  1941,  resigned  to  pursue  more  intensively  his 
work  in  music.  Mr.  Sutherland’s  service,  particularly  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  musical  recitals  and  the  flower  decoration 
of  the  courtyard,  were  greatly  appreciated.  His  place  has 
been  taken  by  Mr.  Henry  C.  Ross,  a  trained  architect  who 
has  begun  his  work  with  great  interest. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  last  year  the  City  of  Boston 
sent  the  Museum  a  bill  for  taxes  for  the  first  time.  As  the 
Museum  is  an  institution  operated  solely  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public  and  without  remuneration,  it  was  felt  that  this 
demand  was  unreasonable,  particularly  as  it  was  based  on  a 
very  doubtful  technicality.  In  consequence,  an  act  making 
the  Museum  non-taxable  in  common  with  other  similar  in¬ 
stitutions  was  introduced  to  the  State  Legislature,  and  in  due 
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course  passed  and  was  signed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State. 
This  bill  was  not  retroactive,  however,  and  did  not  cover  the 
year  1942  which  was  the  one  involved  in  the  tax  bill.  Re¬ 
peated  efforts  have  been  made  to  induce  the  city  officers  to 
take  the  same  view  as  the  State  Legislature  and  officers,  but 
so  far  without  result. 

The  income  of  the  Museum  from  General  Funds  showed 
a  decrease  of  about  $  1 5,972  compared  with  that  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  while  the  receipts  at  the  Museum  increased  about 
$540.  The  total  operating  and  overhead  expenses  decreased 
about  $12,608,  leaving  after  the  customary  transfer  of 
$  1 0,000  to  our  own  Pension  Fund,  a  surplus  for  the  year  of 
$38,220.59,  a  decrease  of  about  $5,972  compared  with  last 
year. 

In  spite  of  the  general  war  conditions  and  consequent  dis¬ 
locations,  the  attendance  held  up  remarkably  well  with  a 
slight  decrease  on  week  days  and  a  greater  increase  on  Sun¬ 
days  resulting  in  a  net  increase  of  1 166  for  the  year.  Fuller 
details  will  be  found  in  the  Director’s  Report. 

As  in  the  past,  my  thanks  and  appreciation  go  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  to  Mr.  Carter  and  the  whole  staff,  both  at  Fen¬ 
way  Court  and  at  the  greenhouse  in  Brookline  for  their 
unfailing  cooperation  and  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR

To  the  Trustees: 

Although  the  few  events  worthy  of  record  which  have 
occurred  during  the  year  just  ended  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  Museum  had  merely  been  marking  time,  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  of  administration  have  weighed  more  heavily 
than  ever  before.  This  probably  has  been  largely  due  to 
difficulty  in  procuring  supplies  of  all  kinds,  and  the  con¬ 
stant  changes  in  personnel. 

Early  in  the  spring  Miss  Maud  E.  Backus,  who  came  to 
the  Museum  October  4,  1924,  to  do  secretarial  work,  de¬ 
cided,  to  my  infinite  regret,  that  she  must  retire.  For  nearly 
twenty  years  she  had  been  the  corner-stone  of  the  Muse¬ 
um’s  administration,  and  although  she  had  already  stayed 
three  years  beyond  the  established  retirement  age,  she  was 
so  efficient  and  so  devoted  to  the  Museum’s  interests  that  I 
had  hoped  she  might  stay  till  the  end  of  the  war.  I  knew  no 
newcomer  could  take  her  place.  Miss  Backus  was  granted 
leave  of  absence  until  December  3 1  st,  and  a  pension  begin¬ 
ning  January  1,  1944.  Mrs.  Ella  Leadbetter,  a  graduate  of 
Simmons,  became  junior  secretary  on  June  16th,  and  had 
the  benefit  of  six  weeks’  instruction  by  Miss  Backus.  I  can¬ 
not  praise  sufficiently  the  spirit  with  which  Mrs.  Spellman, 
who  had  been  second  secretary  since  August  1,  1934,  has 
now  taken  charge  of  the  office  at  the  Museum.  She  and  Mrs. 
Leadbetter  have  worked  out  an  admirable  scheme  of  co¬ 
operation  and  have  dealt  patiently  and  successfully  with  all 
the  payroll  and  bookkeeping  complications  introduced  by 
the  Victory  and  Withholding  Taxes. 

At  the  end  of  August  Mr.  William  A.  Sutherland,  who 
came  to  do  part  time  work  in  September,  1939,  and  who  had

been  Assistant  Director  since  September,  1941,  resigned  in 
order  to  devote  himself  to  professional  singing.  His  impec¬ 
cable  taste  and  unusual  skill  in  dealing  with  difficult  colors 
had  enabled  him  to  produce  the  most  beautiful  arrange¬ 
ments  of  plants  that  we  have  ever  had  in  the  Court,  and  his 
high  musical  standards  led  to  constantly  improved  music 
programs.  His  place  has  been  taken  by  Mr.  Henry  Casad 
Ross,  who  has  devoted  most  of  his  time  since  graduating 
from  Harvard  in  1 9 1 1  to  architecture,  and  who  has  taken  up 
his  Museum  duties  with  enthusiasm. 

In  March  Mr.  George  L.  Stout  entered  the  Navy.  Mr.  Al¬ 
fred  J.  Jakstas,  who  was  trained  by  Mr.  Stout  and  had  been 
working  with  him  at  Fenway  Court,  is  now  taking  care  of 
the  Museum  pictures  and  proving  himself  a  careful,  con¬ 
scientious,  capable  restorer;  but  I  hope  that  after  the  war 
Mr.  Stout  will  return  in  at  least  an  advisory  capacity. 

June  30th,  Miss  Katharine  Gericke  resigned  as  assistant  in 
the  restoration  laboratory.  There  have  also  been  several 
changes  in  our  staff  of  guards  and  in  the  greenhouse  em- 

In  January  we  began  a  weekly  showing  of  films  sponsored 
by  the  United  States  Government,  or  the  Coordinator  of 
Inter-American  Affairs.  These  films  are  circulated  by  the 
Department  of  Education  of  Boston  University,  which  also 
supplies  the  projector  and  operator.  It  is  at  present  impos¬ 
sible  to  purchase  a  projector,  but  after  the  war  the  Museum 
will  have  its  own.  Kodachromes  of  the  Court  and  of  some 
of  the  Museum  paintings,  taken  by  Joseph  B.  Pratt,  the  Mu¬ 
seum  photographer,  were  shown  December  4th,  and  there 
were  so  many  requests  for  a  repetition  that  one  was  announ¬ 
ced  for  January  6th. 
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1  he  sobering  effect  of  the  war  overshadowed  the  year. 
No  special  entertainment  was  given  on  Mrs.  Gardner’s 
birthday,  but  the  Requiem  was  sung  as  usual,  the  service  be¬ 
ing  conducted  by  the  Society  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist. 
Hie  Museum  has  made  a  contribution  to  the  hospitality  un¬ 
dertaken  for  wives  of  service  men  studying  at  Harvard. 
Four  different  groups,  numbering  in  all  315,  spent  the  af¬ 
ternoon  at  the  Museum  on  May  25th,  June  1 7th,  September 
23  rd,  and  December  30th;  they  were  taken  through  the 
Museum  by  members  of  the  staff,  listened  to  the  half-hour 
program  of  music  and,  after  the  Museum  was  closed  to  the 
public  at  four  o’clock,  were  served  tea.  Still  another  group 
visited  the  Museum  April  8th,  but  did  not  have  tea. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  before  I  made  application 
for  ration  points,  we  discouraged  applicants  for  tea,  because 
we  were  afraid  the  necessary  ingredients  could  not  be  ob¬ 
tained.  As  a  result,  only  four  organizations  arranged  for 
visits  to  the  Museum  with  tea  — The  Boston  High  School 
Teachers  Club,  The  Chamberlain  School,  The  Guild  of 
the  Holy  Name,  and  Mrs.  Charles  Gaston  Smith’s  Class.  Six¬ 
ty  other  groups  arranged  for  visits  with  guidance;  thirteen 
of  these  groups  came  from  Boston  Public  Schools;  seventeen 
from  other  schools,  and  the  remaining  thirty  were  Girl 
Scouts,  Camp  Fire  Girls,  Junior  Police,  Boston  City  Hospi¬ 
tal  Student  Nurses,  Beth  Israel  Hospital  Student  Nurses, 
Appalachian  Mountain  Club,  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education  Classes  in  Americanization,  etc.  The  total  attend¬ 
ance  in  the  sixty  groups  was  1 305.  Eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  people  took  advantage  of  the  regular  free  guidance 
offered  on  weekday  mornings  at  1 1  o’clock.

*  Receipts  at  the  Museum  are  offset  to  some  extent  by  expenditures  on  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  Treasurer. 
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There  is  increasing  evidence  of  the  attraction  of  our 
music  programs.  On  weekdays  most  of  our  visitors  come  in 
the  afternoon,  and  the  majority  of  them  listen  to  the  music; 
on  Sundays  we  cannot  accommodate  in  the  Tapestry  Room 
all  who  wish  to  hear  the  program.  Three  times  since  early 
November,  when  the  critic  of  one  of  our  Boston  papers  has 
called  recitals  given  in  Jordan  Hall  the  first  opportunitv 
Bostonians  have  had  to  hear  the  artists,  these  particular  art¬ 
ists  had  previously  appeared  on  our  programs.  Outstanding 
artists  who  have  appeared  this  year  include  the  Belgian 
Piano-String  Quartet  and  the  Gordon,  Stradivarius  and 
Zimbler  Quartets;  the  violinists,  Isaac  Stern,  Robert  Kitain, 
Richard  Burgin,  Leah  Luboshutz  and  Mary  Becker;  the 
’cellist,  Jean  Bedetti;  the  pianists,  Leo  Smit,  Boris  Goldov¬ 
sky,  Thomas  Richner  and  Sidney  Foster;  the  singers,  Dor¬ 
othy  Kirsten,  Eileen  Farrell,  Carol  Brice  and  Maria  Van 
Delden. 

Last  year,  when  oil  was  scarce,  we  congratulated  our¬ 
selves  that  we  burned  anthracite  coal  to  heat  the  Museum. 
This  year  anthracite  is  scarce,  and  since  November  8th  we 
have  been  burning  bituminous.  It  makes  more  soot,  but  we 
contribute  only  a  slight  addition  to  the  amount  created  by 
our  neighbors. 

The  relaxing  of  blackout  regulations  in  the  autumn  en¬ 
couraged  us  to  return  to  their  accustomed  places  the  silver, 
glass,  china,  books  and  autographs,  which  had  been  packed 
away:  this  was  accomplished  in  November.  In  accordance 
with  a  vote  passed  by  the  Trustees  December  13th,  fifty- 
eight  paintings  were  brought  from  our  depository  in  the 
country  and  hung  again  on  our  walls;  twenty-four  of  the 
larger  and  generally  more  valuable  paintings  will  not  be 
brought  back  before  next  April. 
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Again  the  Christmas  group  was  set  up  in  the  alcove  at  the 
end  of  the  Spanish  Cloister.  Before  next  Christmas,  I  hope 
that  “El  JaleoC  Sargent’s  popular  painting,  will  have  re¬ 
turned.

Trustee  under  the  Will  of  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner: 

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  accounts  of  The 
Isabella  Stewart  Gardner  Museum,  Incorporated,  Trustee 
under  the  Will  of  Isabella  Stewart  Gardner,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1943,  and  have  prepared  therefrom 
the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and  statement  of  income 
received,  expenditures  and  appropriations. 

The  properties  and  securities  of  the  Museum  are  stated  in 
the  accompanying  balance  sheet  at  the  amounts  shown  in  a 
trustee’s  inventory  as  of  December  24,  1936,  filed  with  the 
Probate  Court  of  Suffolk  County,  or  at  cost  in  the  case  of 
subsequent  additions.  We  have  computed  the  value  of  the 
stocks  and  bonds  on  the  basis  of  available  market  quotations 
as  at  December  31,  1943,  and  have  obtained  from  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  the  liquidating 
value  as  at  that  date  for  the  Museum’s  investment  in  the 
company.  These  values  have  been  included  in  the  respective 
captions  in  the  attached  balance  sheet. 

The  securities  owned  at  December  31,  1943,  were  con¬ 
firmed  direct  to  us  by  the  custodian,  Fiduciary  Trust  Com¬ 
pany,  and  the  deposit  agreement  representing  the  invest¬ 
ment  in  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  was  inspectd  by  us  in  the  course  of  our  examination. 
We  examined  copies  of  brokers’  advices  or  other  evidence 
in  support  of  all  security  transactions  reflected  on  the  books 
and  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the  amount  of  the  resulting  gain

or  loss  from  sales  determined  on  the  basis  of  values  shown  in 
the  trustee’s  inventory  as  of  December  24,  1936,  or  the  cost

of  subsequent  additions.  On  October  22,  1943,  the  securities 
owned  bv  the  Museum  as  at  that  date  and  held  by  the  cus¬ 
todian  were  inspected  by  us  and  those  held  by  brokers  were 
confirmed  to  us  by  letter. 

The  cash  on  hand  at  the  Museum  offices  was  counted  by 
us  during  the  course  of  our  examination  and  reconciled  with

the  balances  shown  by  the  books  as  on  hand  at  December  3 1 , 
1943.  The  amount  of  cash  on  deposit  at  December  31,  1943, 
was  reconciled  by  us  with  confirmations  which  we  received 
direct  from  the  depositaries  and  included  the  following  bal¬ 
ances  of  uninvested  cash  held  under  the  control  of  the 
Fiduciary  Trust  Company:

An  amount  of  $3,417.07  is  payable  from  investment  assets 
to  the  current  surplus  account. 

Income  received  from  investments  held  by  all  the  funds 
has  been  verified  independently  by  us  and  is  correctly  re¬ 
flected  in  the  attached  statements.  Income  and  expenses  arc 
not  accrued  in  the  accounts  of  the  Museum  until  received  or 
paid,  except  in  respect  of  United  States  Savings  Bonds  pur¬ 
chased  on  a  discount  basis,  on  which  interest  has  been  ac¬ 
crued  to  the  extent  of  the  increment  in  the  redemption 
value.  Receipts  from  special  attendance  fees  and  sales  of 
catalogues,  etc.,  at  the  Museum  have  not  been  verified  by 
11s  but  we  have  made  tests  of  the  procedure  followed  in  re¬ 
cording  these  receipts  and  found  it  to  be  satisfactory.
